The House of Lords rejected tbe bill legalizing 
marriage with a deceased wife’s sister. 

F.arle Derby stated that the Governmeut would 
give indiscriminate protection to all creeds and . 
religions in India, but- would give no material as- ! 
sistance to any measures for converting tbe na 
tives. He thought it would be undesirable to | 
attempt to remove distinctions of caste. 

D’Isratli stated that there had been communi- 
cations between the English aud American Gov- 
ernments respecting the alleged acts of British 
cruisers and these communications were now in 
abeyance. During the abeyance, the United States 
governmeut had made friendly overtures that her 
Majesty’s government should offer the United 
States a plan fo^lheir consideration, which should 
accomplish putting down tbe slave trade, without 
producing misunderstanding. Her Majesty’s gov- 
ernment had accepted the proposition, and were 
now engaged in the consideration of a plan which 
they believed would satisfactorily accomplish all 
objects which both parties desired.
